Wa.siungton, Nov. 11. — Secretary 
Sherman niitl Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
premier of Canatla, tliis nfternoon began 
the firat of the formal aeries of confer- 
encea for the purpose of briagine about 
an aKreement by which as many as pos- 
sible of the queationB now causing fric- 
tion between the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada tony be amicably 
adjusted by treaty or otherwise. The 
conference will be independent of the 
Behring aea seal fisheries conference, 
which was the immediate cause of the 
Qanadian premier's visit to WashinKton. 
Among the causes of friction between 
the two countries is the question of the 
rights of citizens to pursue buBiness call- 
ings in the territory of the other, and 
the tariff question. 

The conference this nfternoon was 
brouKht about by a note which Secre- 
tary Sherman this morninn sent to Sir 
Wilfrid Liurier, askinc hira if it would 
bo convenient for the latter to meet the 
secretary tliia iittenioon. The Canadian 
premier reepondiin; in the aflirniative, 
the coiifereiicu was accordingly begun al 
1 :;J0 ii.ui. ill the state department. 

I'reBidenl McKinley will give a dinner 
at the executive mansion to-night to Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian premier, 
and Lady Laurier. Sir Louis Davies. 
minister of marine of Canada, and Lady 
Uavies and the officials takinj^ pan 111 
the Beliring Sea negotiationB. This will 
bo tho liret of several notable social 
oventB in honor of the visitors. To-mor- 
row night. Secretary Sheriuau will enter- 
tain Sir Wilfrid and his useociates at 
dinner, and on Saturday ninht tliey will 
bo the nuests of General Foster. 

Ufhciala ol the agricultural depart- 
ment are somewhat concerned over the 
visit of Sir Wilfrid Laurier in view of 
the concessions which it is considered 
probable he will ask ander the reci- 
procity provision of the tariff law. They 
are apprehensive that the Canadian 
Premier will direct attention particu- 
larly to securing reductions in tiio tarid' 
rates on Canaila's agricultural jiroducts 
8hi|,pe(i to this country , and i>re inclined 
to aiitiii;oni/.eany cunceaHiona upon these 
lincH. It is collected that conceBaioris 
will bo asked, eapeciitlly on barley, but 
the department ofiicials hold that this 
country is capable of protlucing its own 
barley, and believe that the farmers do 
not want a reduced tariil oii thia article. 
The opinion is expressed in the depart- I 
ment that it would be ivell for the Unit- [ 
Oil States to confine reciprocity relations > 
with Canada largely to tish and coal. j 
IMr. Sherman and Sir Wilfrid were 
tiigcther for two hours. It can be stated 
on authority that the discussion was de- 
ted to the consideration of the many 
i 111 portant questions affecting the general 
relations between the United States and 
iinada. In .such a disciiHsion the Secre- 
tary of State and Citiiiiciian rreiiiior 
found Iheiiiselvea in niiich accord. Mr. 
Shorman has long favored the nuiHt, i;or- 
dial reliitiona between the I'nitcd S'atca 
and Canada, having been, while in the 
senate, autlior of several reaohitiona in 
that diret^tioii. 
t It was realized on both handa that the 

fdiKciiasion now opened was not one tliii" 
could bring iiiimediato reaulls, as tiiiuiy 
of the bonier controversies are of long 
standing and many practical difBculties 
are in the way of their settlement. The 
purpose, however, wati to approach the 
geaeral discussion of the subject in a 
spirit of friendliness and allow time to 
develop ways and means for dealing 
with the numerous questions relating to 
both countries, namely, liroader iiuail- 
gration laws, reciprocity, liehery righla, 
the railway boiidiug privilc^zoH, etc.

THE SEALING CONPEIlEiNCE. 

This Year's Poor Catch Paraded as Evi- 
dence of Comlni; Extinction. 

Washington, Nov. 11.— To-day's seal 

conference began ai; 11 o'clock with a 
full representation of British, Canadian 
and American ofiicials. For the first 
time the statistics of the catch of seals 
for the presput year are available. Those 
were compiled by American ofiicials and 
brought out prominently two features 
which were regarded as most itn portant 
in supporting the American contention, 
namely, that the catch has fallen ofl' 
about one-half during the present sea- 
son ; second, that the catch of seals 
from the American islands in Behring 
sea was about 11 to 1 between Canadian 
sealBra under the British and American 
sealers. 

In detail, the figures of this season's 
catch are: Total catch of seals in the 
North Pacific for the present season 
lis, 700, against 73,000 last year, as fol- 
lows: Taken by British vessels, ;W,800; 
by American vessels, 4,1()0; by -lapauese 
vessels, 3 800. The catch in Behring 
Hoa, v,-hich is the portion of the Nortli 
I'aci/ic in which the United States ia 
interested is If) ()50 for the present sea- 
flon, against 2!), 700 last season, a reduc- 
tion of about one-half on the catch in 
Behring sea. British vessels took 15,- 
(iOO; American vessels, 1,050. The 
figures made no distinction between 
British and Canadian vessels, as prac- 
tically all the sealinu' was done by Can- 
adian vessels, which, however, are 
nominally classed aa British. It ia said 
that, the conclusion to be drawn from 
this year's figures is that the seal herd 
has been decidedly reduced by indis- 
criminate slaughter at the alarming rate 
of about one-half in the year. 



Ifrom Our Own Corrosnondent.) 
Ottawa, Nov. 11.— -It transpires that 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier's visit to Washing- 
ton was the outcome of the personal in- 
vitation of General J. W, Foster, ex- 
secretary of state for the United States, 
who ia understood to he acting at Mc- 
Kinley's instigation. The object is to 
reach a basis of agreement on all matters 
now at issue between- the two countries. 

The minister of railways has relieved 
Mr. A. Stewart of his Soulanges canal 
contract. The work will be carried on 
under government control. Mr. Blair 
has warned Stewart repeatedly that be 
has not been making good time on the 
work. The government will rush it in 
order that the pledge to parliament to 
have a depth of fourtoon feet for the 
opening navigation in 1898 may be car- 
ried out. 

Sir Ilichard Cartwright, who returned 
from Michigan to-night, will act as Pre- 
mier while Sir Wilfrid is at Washington, 
but will probably return to Mount 
Clemena Springe in a couple of weeks. 

The Minister of Agriculture, who tiaa 
iasued a statement in reference to' the 
outbreak of tubercnlosia at the experi- 
mental farm, says tests will he made at 
McGill University to determine whether 
tuberculosis in animala can be cured, 
and the effect of the disease on the milk. 

The department of inland revenue ia 
considering a proposed modification of 
the regulations respecting jweights and 
meaaurea. At present, under the exiafc- 
jng regulations, the use of spring scales 
is forbidden. Since the regulation was 
drafted there has been such an improve- 
ment in the mechanism of this cl'iss of 
scales that the department ia disposed to 
allow their use in certain liiiee of busi- 
ness, such aa butchers, ice dealers, etc.

□tficial Statement as to Its Presence on tbe 
Experimental Farm. 

Ottawa, Nov. 11. — Mr. Fisher, tninis- 

ter of agriculture, gave out a etatemeot 
to-day dealing with the subject of tuber- 
culoaia. The first case o"n the Central 
Experimental Farm was in July, 1801, 
when it was discovered iq^ Jersey cow, 
which died after oalviqar^ Following 
this, seven cows and Oiiie bull were 
slaughtered between Julv, ]89I, and 
May, 1892. After continiieai testing with 
tuberculine all the animala affected were 
alaughtered. with the exception of five 
young heifers preserved for experiments. 
They were kept for two years and the 
curative treatment showing good rc- 
sulta, tliey were then slaughtered. The 
present outbreak, he thinks, comes not 
from contagion with the former her<J, 
but with the animals brought in froui 
outside farms without being tested. In- 
quiry sliowa two particular cows to have 
had the dieoiieo at least four years. That 
disease should have so spread in stables 
such as those on the farm, ia a strikiog 
object lesson to farmers, and they ctiould 
apply the teat to every individual among 
their herds.

Petroleum Experts Back From Ex- 
amining a (iusher— Some of 
the Passengers. 



After a very stormy trip that krvg hor 
a roii^h liaiidlini;, the Pacilio Coagt 
steauiBliip City of Topelta roaehed port 
froai Alaska jiiBt after inidiii^fit. It was 
at Dixon's Eutraiice, nortli of Ciiitseii 
Cliarlotte islands, on Monday last, tliat a 
BOtttheaBt gale hit the Topekii and for a 
^vhitemade things decidedly lively. A 
hug9 wave waehed over the vessel, 
emaabing a number of the doors 
and flooding the cabins. Win- 
dows Butl'ered badly, too, and the 
deck furniture was sent junipint; about 
at a danKOrouB pace, with the reauU that 
several of the crew received cuts and 
bruisea more or less painful while 
atruggling to got tbinga secure while the 
ship tossed about in the big waves. Had 
it not been for the storm the Topeka 
wonld have reached Victoria a day 
sooner. She proved heraelt a good sea 
boat, however, and rode out the alorm 
well. 

The Tojieka brought with her this trip 
eighty-live passentiers, a good many of 
whom come from Cook's Inlet. Several 
of tlioso men oonlirm the reports brovight 
down by the Topoka on her last trip, 
that the Cook's Inlet mines tl;is year 
have produced $250,000. These Cook's 
Inlet men reached Sitka by the Dora, 
with which steamer the Topeka con- 
nected. 

A party of men who have been occu- 
pied in examining the petroleum dis- 
covery made at Kyak back .of Cook's 
Inlet by Homer JohnBon,were passengers 
by the Topeka. Johnson who cornea from 
San Jose, Cal., was prospecting for coal 
and struck a good deposit of it at Nut- 
chetz. Wtiile prospecting for coal he 
"struck oil" literally at Kyak, for he 
found a gusher that is now 
spouting through a one and a half inch 
pipe with a very strong pressure. 
Messrs. Hamilton, of Seattle, and Mc- 
Beatu and Bennett, who formed the syn- 
dicate to work this liad are also aboard 
the Topeka as well as Messrs. Reeves, 
Oliphant and Uobie, who it is untler- 
Btood represented the Standard Oil Co. 
and are experts in oil. 

One of the principal passengers on the 
Topeka was Mr. Kobert Duncan, super- 
intendent of the great Treadwtll mine. 
He ia on hia way to San Francisco on 
one of his regnlar trips in connection 
with the buaineas of hie company. 

Another passoncer was Mr. ■l<'n'A Xo- 
well, of the well known Alaskan mining 
tirm. lie has just been to Dyoa in con- 
nection with the tramway which 
his company are building over the pass. 
No fewer than three companies are 
striving against each other in building 
tramways over the pass. 

A Mr. Cook, who arrived by the 
Topeka from Juneau, stated that just 
before the vessel left that port there 
were ten men from Dawson City, who 
reached the Alaskan city. They had left 
Dawson on October 0, qo that they were 
the latest arrivals known from the 
Klondyke. They said no new strikes 
had been made that they knew of and 
their reports of a shortage of provisions 
were snmmed up in " dear flour and 
rotten bacon.'' 



THISTBEN OTUEBS KILLED. 

The DIIsslnE Detacbment of the Northsmp. 
tonshlre Regiment Slain by the Rebels. 

Simla, Nov. 11.— When the British 
reconnoitriDK force returned to camp in 
Maidan valley, after the disastrous re- 
treat from the summit of Saran Sar 
mountain, Lieut. Mclntyro and twelve 
men belonging to the Northamptonahire 
Regiment, which had suffered most 
severely while saving the wounded, were 
reported missing, but it was hoped they 
would succeed in reaching camp. A 
dispatch from Jlaidan valley to-day, 
however, shows that the lieutenant and 
his companions have been killed.

BLANCO'S ^DMANB POLICY. 

Spanish Soldiers Will Benefit Through Re- 
lief from Unnecessary Hai-dshlps. 

Madhid, Nov. 11.— -A decree granting 
autonomy to Cuba will be formally 
gazetted on November 23. 

H.vv.\NA, Nov. 11.— Slarahal Blanco 
baa abrogated the orders of hia prede- 
cessor as tho destruction of the fields 
and huts of the insurgenta. He has also 
cancelled the prohibitions by which the 
Spanish soUliera have been prevented 
from camping in the towns. The new 
orders direct that the soldiers shall be 
])rovided with blankets and waterproof 
coafa, and when in camp they shall 
always be abeltered aa far aa possible 
from' the rains. No fewer than 33,000 
sick Boldiers are now in the boapitala of 
the island. To-day the mail Steamer 
Isla Depany, which left Havana for 
Spain, carried 48 officers and five hun- 
dred soldiers.

Four Great Steamers Acquired nnd to Be 
Despatched Immediately— Auxili- 
aries to Be Built. 

Ni:w YouK, Nov. 11. — Tlio States 
Steamship Company has boon formed 
under the laws of New Jersey with acap- 
ital of $7,000,000, and withChaa. Cramp, 
of the Cramp shipbuilding company, as 
its president. The new comiiany has 
completed arrangements by which it ac- 
quires from tho International Navigation 
Company tho steamers Indiana, Penn- 
sylvania, Illinois and ConnemauKha, 
and others will aoon be added to the 
llert. 

President Cramp said to-night that 
these steamers will be sent around to the 
west coast as soon as possible and will 
ply regularly from San Francisco or Se- 
attle to St. Michael's. To act in con- 
junction with these atearaers a fleet of 
light-draught vessels will be built as 
rapidly as possible to make the aervics 
up the Yukon river. 

CONFESSED IN COURT. 

Tlie Murderer of Cashier Stickney Pleads 
Guilty and States the Date He Pru- 
ters for Execution. 

Dover, N.H., Nov. 11. — Joa. E. Kelly, 
who for the paat three days baa been on 
trial charged with the murder of Joseph 
A. Stickney, cashier of the Great Falls 
National Bank, Someraworth, on the 
opening of the court this morning re- 
tracted his plea of not guilty and pleaded 
guilty to the charge against him. 

Kelly addressed the court saying: 
" Your Honor, this ([uestion of retract- 
ing my plea all remains with your 
Honor. H yon will lix the date of my 
execution on tiie 18th January, lS!is', 
then, your Honor, I retract my plea ancl 
plead guilty to the charge of murder. I 
plead guilty of murder," he repeated in 
H very distinct and unmoved tone. 

Upon hearing Kelly's statement tho 
court decided ttiat the jury should be 
dismiaaed and the court would hear fur- 
ther evidence to determine the degree.

Bai.NDisi, Italy, Nov. 11.— Lettera re<. 
ceivcd here to-day from Athens say that 
the torpedo acandal continues to be the 
sensation of the Greek capital. The 
committee of investigation appointed to 
enijuire into tho matter decided that 
two odleers, Captains llastopoulo and 
Anastiisi, must bo tried by court martial 
on the charge of culpable negligence.

— The first-clasa Brit- 
ish battleship JCmpress of India has met 
with a eoriona accident in u gale which 
prevailed here.

AN ANTI-CLDfAX. 

The report from Waghington, D. C, 
tliat the President in his annual lueBaiigo 
to conijreBa will Bay that there ia no 
reaton for interference with .Spain in re- 
gard to Cuha forealiadotvB one of the 
moat remarkable anti-climaxea in dij)lo- 
macy. Tbat it will disappoint a very 
great many people in the United States 
goes without saying. Keyed up by a 
sensatioaal press to an exalted staKO of 
expectation, a very large majority of the 
people looked for some new demonstra- 
tion of the alleged championship of 
liberty, which the United States ia 
claimed to have assumed. There proba- 
bly never was a greater mass of balder- 
tlash printed at any time since the Devil 
and Doctor Fauatus invented the art of 
arts preservative, than has found place 
in the ne\v8i)iiper8 of the United States 
uiient Cuba, and whii.t the great republic 
was going to do for the help of ita down- 
trodden people. We suspect that there 
is a method in the madness, which un- 
derlies these obuUtions of frenzy. In 
ancient Rome the rulers had a trick of 
aniuaing the people with circuses and 
pii^uanta in order to distract their minds 
from preesing domestic problems. There 
feoma reiiaon to think that, dazed with 
the magnitude of the questions of a 
Bocial and economic nature criaiog at 
home, the leaders of public opinion in the 
United States seek to divert attention 
from Iheiii by diligently cultivating an 
absurd jingoism. This is at once caught 
up by the sensational press and the 
country ia kept in an uproar about the 
afTdirs of people with whom it has really 
nothing to do. Nothing better illus- 
trates this than the fact that during the 
last two years hundreds of thousands of 
preouniably sane United States citizens 
have been wearing "Cuba Libro " 
buttons, while minatrels and light 
coniediaiiH have never failed to 
bring do«n the house by a 
far-fetched joke or bumptious asser- 
tion on the same fruitful topic. 
During the last session of congress under 
the Cleveland regime, warlike resolu- 
tions on the nubject of Spain were njore 
in evidence tlian legislation on the niiui- 
ifolil and dillicult domestic probleina 
nwaitiiig utLiaition. When Mr, Cleve- 
land contemptuously refused to pay any 
attention to the blatant demagogues, 
who inspired them, there was talk of 
impeaching liim. The press fairly ran 
riot with Ciirlooiis depicting him as the 
enemy of freedom, and the resources of 
the hiMgnage were exliaueted in edi- 
torials describing his utter baseneea. 
Then we were told that Mr. McKiuley 
would ahow the world what a free peo- 
ple could do to help another people 
struggling to be free. It is no exagger- 
ation to say that hundreds of thousands 
of people in the United States fully ex- 
pected that one of the first uctsof I'reei- 
dent Mclviiiley would bo to order Spain 
out of Cuba bag and baggage. Indeed 
those in his confidence took care to eay 
in the most public manner possible that 
in the fullness of time he would develop 
a Onban policy which would meet the 
just expectations of every patriotic Am- 
erican citizen. A few dayt ago things 
lo jked as though ho were about to do so, 
p.itrioliam from the United States stand- 
point conaisting chiefly in minding the 
businesa of every other country but 
your own. But Spain stood firm. Uncle 
Sam found hia bluff called, and now we 
are told that the extremely courteous 
way in which hJpain has aaid that aho 
muat not bo interfered with has so iui- 
pressed the Proaident that ho will recom- 
mend compliance withher Wishes. For- 
tunately, as we said the other day, the 
United States has no Benae of national 



dignity to prevent it from turning any 
corner, however aharp, in ita interna- 
tional relations. 

What ia the explanation of this tre-' 
mondoua anti-climax? We are all con- 
cerned in the answer. Nothing touching 
the national life of our great neighbor is 
without deep interest to the people of 
Canada. We believe the tiue explana- 
tion is in part that suggested above, that 
the political leaders of the country real- 
ize their inability to deal with the tre- 
mendous domestic problems pressing for 
solution, and ia also to be found iu part 
in a desire to mask political designs by 
clouds of international diaputation. 
Close on the heels of Cleveland's Ven- 
ezuelan message came the bond issues. 
Ho wantonly and impertinently inter- 
fered in the adaira of two other coun- 
tries, talking about using force when he 
was well advised that ho had no force at 
his command. The public mind was ex- 
cited. Public attention was taken off 
party politics for a time, and he was able 
to carry out the financial policy devised 
for him by a coterie of New York bank- 
ers. The Dlngley tariU', which ia an op- 
pressive measure of taxation and a great 
burden to niiilions, was pushed through 
while the country was hurrahing about 
Cuba. The government of the United 
States has never had the least intention 
of going to war during the last ten years. 
Turkey was bullied, France was threat- 
ened, Germany was warned not to go 
too far, Great Britain of course came iu 
for every thing in the way of threats that 
ingenuity could devise, .Japan was chal- 
lenged and last but not least in point of 
ferocity have been the declamations 
against Spain. But during all these 
lurid times, the war and naval depart- 
ments of the United States have known 
perfectly well that the country was not 
in a condition to engage in hostilities 
with even a third class power. The in- 
sincerity of the whole bnainesB was well 
illustrated by the action of congress at 
the time of the discussion of the Ven- 
ezuelan afiiEiir. Senators and members of 
the house of representatives talked 
glibly of going to war v.'ith Great 
Britain, though thoy were tolil 
in express worda by their chief 
admiral that Great Britain, without 
weakening her equadrona on any of her 
stations, could capture every city on the 
American seaboard, and by the general 
commanding the army that they had few 
giHig of modern efficiency and little ma- 
cliinery to make them, still fewer car- 
riages for the guns and still Ioeh machin- 
ery to make them, no ammunition and 
no means of making any largo supply, 
no'arms, accoutrements or uniforms for 
an army, no commissariat, no plan of 
mobilization, nothing, in short, but a 
general condition of unreadiness. Ask- 
ed how long it would take to got ready, 
General Miles said the preliminaries 
would require two years. For proof of 
these statements we refer to the report 
of the Committee on Coaat Defence in the 
congress of I895-9G. Yet while these 
statements were being made in the com- 
mittee room of the .Senate, such men as 
Senator Morgan were declaiming as to 
the duty of the United .States to at once 
teach England a lesson that sho would 
never forget, and incidentally to ahow 
the European powers the proper way to 
deal with Turkey. 

So we were not unprepared for an 
anti-climax in regard to Cu!)a. This is 
not the Orst time that the great Ameri- 
can eagle has " soared alott to Heaven's 
blue vault and lit on daddy's woodpile." 
We are not without hope that the great 
movement now iu progress among the 
people, Tvhich seeks to find a way of 
handling the issues between capital and 
labor and other questions of tiiat 
nature, will before long make 
itiielf felt, and the great nation, 
of which we liave all expected bo 
much, will riao above the antics of jin- 
goism and aid the English-speaking sis- 
terhood in working out the great prob- 
lem of democratic government. 

THE PRESS AND THE COURTS. 

We begin what we have to say on 
this subject with the remark that no one 
claiiiiH irreater freedom for the |)re3B in 
diecuBsing the acts of courts of justice 
than the Colonist. Sir John Alien, 
lately Chief Justice of New Brunswick, 
laid down what we regard as the true 
rule in this matter when he said, apro- 
of a criticism to which ho took ex- 
ception : " .Judges are public uervants. 
What thoy do is a legitimate inattor of 
public discussion, provided it is carried 
on so aa not to prejudice a case with 
which the court is dealing. But after a 
case has been finished, if a newspaper 
believes it has been wrongly decided, or 
that anything has been done in the pro- 
gress of it that is detrimental to the pub- 
lic interest, it is the duty of tlio newspa- 
per lo state its views in the plainest poa- 
aiblo terms. But I think that a proper 
respect tor the institutions of the coun- 
try, not to speak of fairness to men, who 
cannot very well speak in their own de- 
fence, ehoukl lead newspapers to refrain 
from imputing questionable motives to 
juiiges." 

The reason why newspapers should re- 
frain from comment upon eaaoa pending 
In court are too many and too obvious to 
call for mention, and the right of judges 
to puniah aummarily those who disre- 
gard' the wholesome rule laid down in 
this behalf is unquoationed. When the 
case is ended and the judgment bocomos 
a matter of pul)lic record, the right of 
criliuiain exieta, and wo claim that the 
power of courts to punish such criticisms 
by proceedinga in the nature of contempt 



ia a fiction of the imagination.. The case 
oi John y. EUia, of the St. John Globe, 
aeems to support a contrary view, but 

we think it does not do so in point of 
fact. It would he a monstrous thing if a 
judge could violate his ofllcial duty and 
then punish summarily, and in hia own 
discretion, any one who called him to 
account publicly for so doing. 

Having thus made it clear that the 
OoLONfST is not in sympathy with tlie 
extreme view of the powers of the court 
to punish for contempt, and claims the 
fullest right of criticism consistent with 
the public interest, wo deaire to say that 
tua observations of the Nelson Tribune 
in regard to the bench' of British Colum- 
bia are entirely uncalled for and in the 
highest degree discreditable to any pub- 
lication in thia province. Tho bench of 
this province has tho deserved reputa- 
tion of being honorable and impartial. 
Ita inembera are inspired by a desire to 
diacharga their duties to the best of their 
ability and with an eye single to the 
public interest. If at any time any of 
thorn is guilty of an act, which calls for 
criticism, by all moans let it be criti- 
cized, but let what is said be said 
definitely and not by miserable innuen- 
do. Thoro ia nothing courageous in such 
a course as the Tribune has seen fit to 
adopt. 

C.\1'TAIN GOOD.U.L, of thO GtIII of 

Goodall, Perkins Co., has been mak- 
ing a Bpeech to the San FriuiciHCO Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in which lie bilterly 
complains that though goods can be 
bought as cheaply in the United States 
as in Canada, a duty is imposed on them 
when taken into the Yukon Country, so 
as to compel miners to make tlieir pur- 
chases in Canada. We can tell Captain 
Goodall aomelhing that may seem 
stranger than that. There are any 
quantity of things that can be purchased 
very much more cheaply outside of the 
United States than within that country, 
and yet the United States congress baa 
placed a high duty upon tliein iu order 
to compel people to buy them in the 
United States. We can produce some 
things more cheaply in Canada than can 
be produced in the United States. Will 
Captain Goodall kindly raiee his voice 
that Canadian products sbiiU be ad- 
mitted into Alaska, duty free? If not, 
why not? 

Mil. li. T. Williams is quite correct 
when he says that English BlufT is not 
mentioned in tho charter of the Victoria, 
Vancouver & Eaatern railway company. 
The charter of that company authorizes 
it to build a line to a point on tho coast 
between tlie Fraser river and the Inter- 
national boundary. This gives the com- 
pany authority to build a line to Englieh 
Bluff, but does not compel it to do so. 
So far Mr. Williams ia correct. But at 
this point the subsidy act sfepa in and 
declares in so many words that to entitle 
any company to the subsidy to Penticton 
from the Coast it must maintain and 
operate a ferry from I'^nglish Blufl' to 
Vancouver Island. Aa the company 
cannot claim a subsidy without comply- 
ing with this condition, it ia quite cor- 
rect to say that tho construction of a lino 
from iOnglish JilulY and a ferry to the 
Island are secured bv statute.

Mr. and 
Mrs. McDonald are going to make for 
Dawson just as eoon as sjiring opena, and 
their present journey back to Seattle, ia 
to get more eupplies. Mrs. Bennett was 
not at all appalled by the trail and says 
that she waa able to ride horseback near- 
ly all tljo way from Bennett lake to 
Skngwuy three weeks ago. 

The Farallon had the honor of taking 
up to Port Tongas on her last trip and 
bringing him safely back this one of the 
pleasantest spoken Muncfaausens im- 
aginable.

BEADING UMION. 

Subjects in the Tbree Courses for tbe Year 
Just Beginning. 

The National Home Beading Union in 
its short existence in Oanada has already 
found its way into all parts of the Do- 
minion, and its direction in hel|)iiig to 
chooBO out courses of reading ana tjooks, 
has been gladly taken advantage of by a 
very largo number of nienil)t-re. Iio 
plan is to draw up a number of subjects 
for study and then to furnish lists of the 
best hooka available on those siibjecta. 

There is also a monthly magazine in 
which appear articles on the ditl'erent 
books, advising members aa to tho best 
methods of reading and so on. Thoao 
who wiflli may join as individual mem- 
bers and read by theinsolvea, or they 
may join in circles of five or more. Mem- 
bers who join in this way read the books 
at homo and meet weekly, fortnightly or 
monthly, as is most suitable for the dis- 
cussion of the reading done in the inter- 
vals. 

There are three sections: Special, 
General and Young People's. Members 
of the first may only take three of the 
ten subjects given, and are entitled only 
to the liala of booka on those three; hut 
those who join either tho General or 
Young People's may, if they please, take 
all the subjects of those secliona and got 
con: plete book lists. The fees, inchid- 
iii'.; ma'iazines for nine months, are:

Loiiey CouMea to Another Indian 
That He Killed Ne-Cay of 
Qnatsino. 



The Slayer's Father on His Heath- 
bed Says His Son Is 
Guilty. 



The old snying that " muriler will 
out " appeiira about to bo verified once 
more, in view of facts that are coming to 
light with regard to the disapperance of 
Ne-Cay, the West Ooaat Indian whom 
Louey, another siwasli, is supposed to 
liave murdered. At first there was only 
the smiill scrap of flesh — a supposed 
liiece of tlie missing Indian — which was 
discovered in the water at Quatsino and 
sent down to Victoria for analysis. 
Then after analysis proved tlie 
llesli to be luunan, provincial' consta- 
bles MclCi'iiiia and Murray were sent 
to the scune to make a tliorouu'li investi- 
gation oi the case, and by tho news 
which some of tho passengers on the 
Tees yesterday brought from tiuatsino, 
it would appear that the ofhcers have 
skilfully collected evidence, which gradu- 
ally is bringing the crime home. It was 
stated yesterday by a gentleman on the 
Tees ithat he had hoard that Lnucy's 
father had died since the murder, and 
before he breathed hia last the old man 
eased his mind by confessing that it was 
his son who bad committed the murder. 
Then, too, it is positively known that 
Louey, either in a moment of bravado 
or from that irreiiiHtihle iinpnlee which 
evil-doers often have to contide their 
Crimea, ha 1 told a young Indian boy of 
the murder. 

As far as ciin be gathered, it would 
aeem that, ihrough some feeling of jeal- 
ausy. liOnuy had enticed Ne-Cay to a 
lonely spot, and after murdering him 
had chopped tho body into small pieces 
and cast them into the water, to bo car- 
ried away by the strean>. 

Neither Louey nor his klootchman 
Daisy have yet been found, but every 
elTort is being made to discover their 
whereabouts and it is only a question of 
time when they will be captured. The 
rough coast and stormy weather in the 
nortli makes travelling at this time of 
tho year often dangerous and ditliuult 
and ihia iuis hindered the otlicers a great 
deal in their aearcli. However Mr. iMc- 
Kenna ia thoroughly posted on the coast 
and he and Mr. Murray are both skilful 
otlicers so it is only a (juestion 
of a little time and f ouey will be safe in 
tlie toils. Besides it takes patience to 
work up evidence among the Indian 
tribes of the coast. Hnpt. Hussey, how- 
ever, determined when he dispatched 
the officers north that everything possi- 
ble must be done to sift the case to the 
bottom, aa it ia in liia opinion highly 
essential to the eafety of people in the 
aparaely settled districts to show the In- 
dians that the law can punish juat as 
powerfally, and firmy there as near the 
cities. 

MISSIONARIES NEEDED. 

The People of Great Britain Require En- 
Ugtitenment on the Klondyke and 
How to Get There. 

Mr. J. \V. Haynard, who ia on hia way 
to Dawson City aa the representative of 
the I^ondon Daily Mail, and who leaves 
by tho City ol Seattle on her next north- 
ward voyage, ia at |)reaent a guest at the 
Now lliigland. lie aays that it is aston- 
i-liing how little the people of Great 
IJritain understand of the geography or 
conditions of the groat Went and North, 
although their every thought at present 
appears to he based upon the Klondyke, 
and how to get there. 

When he left London many were 
eagerly purchasing outfita, the greater 
part ol which will be worse than uaoless 
to them ; and transportation companies 
were announcing direct steamers to 
leave early in January for St. Michael's. 
.As this would land the unfortunato 
Britisherp, uiiderataiuiing nothing at all 
of tho country or its necessitiea, at tiie 
niDUth of the Yukon long before the 
chance of going up the river would be 
available, it is to he inferred that these 
cDiiipaniea nmluratand the position of 
ail'iiirB as little aa do tlieir proaj)ective 
patrone. 

Mr. .'lay ward's first letters to liia 
paper have dealt largely witii the facts 
that it ia useless to start so early in tlie 
year for St. Michael's, as that port can- 
not be made by ocean craft before the 
1st. of July— -and that intending enii- 
granta to the Klondyke cannot do better 
than come to Victoria and obtain the as- 
aiataats of outfitters of experience he; 
fore making their purchases for tlie

A POINTEB FOR CIVILIANS 

Who May Have Had Military Equipment 
Left in Their Possession. 

The getting together of company atorea 
of clothing, anna and accoutrements that 
have been issued to men who have ceased 
to take any interest in the active militia 
force, is a matter which the officers 
commanding companies of the Fifth 
Regiment, C. A., have had to contend 
with for some time past. It appeara 
that certain men— luekiiy their number 
is not large— join tho regiment, and after 
a longer or shorter time grow lax in their 
attendance. This being noticed after an 
interval of three weeks or a month, in- 
quiry is made, and it is frequently found 
that the men iiavo loft the city — some 
for tho Sound, some lor the upper 
country, and some for parts unknown". 

Tho clotninc, arms and accoutrements 
for which they had aigned and thus be- 
come responsible, has, instead of being 
returned to the drill hall, been loft to 
annoy by its presence the proprietor of 
some lodging hotiso whore tho missing 
party last chanced to reBido, Tim 
penalty under the militia act for unlaw- 
fully having posaeasion of government 
arms, clothing or accoutromenta ia a 
severe one, and thoae householdere, 
keepers of boarding houses or private 
homo, having such now in tlieir posses- 
sion, would do well to return thein at 
once to tho drill hall. 

It is reported that in the headiiuarter 
companies of the l-'ifth Regiment there 
are a number of men whose terms of 
service have expired, but who for some 
reason best known to tliemeolveH con- 
tinue to retain possession of military 
equipment. To theae orders have heeii 
given, by regiatored letter, to return ail 
the properly in inieation to the drill hall 
before a certain day, and it is the inten- 
tion to proceed under paragraph lOti of 
the Militia act against all who do not 
obey the order. 

TBADE IN CANADA. 

Tolerably Healthy SitHatlon Bjecorded In the 
Report for the Past Week. 

ToitoxTO, Nov. 11.— K. G. Dun it Co. 
will say to-morrow respecting trade in 
Canada; The trade situation at Montreal 
may be called tolerably healthy, though 
in some lines there may not be as much 
activity as a week ago. Payments, how- 
ever, continne to he well spoken of, and 
complete returns ol retail dry goods 
payments, due on the 4th inst., show an 
unusually good proportion of paper pro- 
vided for, eevoral leading houses report- 
ing from SO to 85 per cent, of customers' 
paper being taken up. Country failurea 
are few and of an unimijortaiitciiaracler. 
Reliuers report more falling oil' in the 
demand for sugars, but they hav3 fiad a 
busy October and leas activity 
ia only seasonable and natural. 
The movement in teas has boon 
light, l)ut tho general jobbing 
disuihution of groceries is specially ac- 
tive in dried fruits and Christmas goods, 
rhe Bollona, the last of the Mediterran- 
ean Bteamera, has arrived with 80,000 
boxes of Valencia raisins, and over 000 
tons of currants, besides a large general 
assortment of other dried fruits, nuts, 
etc, 'With the advent of cold weather 
there is a reviving deiitand for pickled 
fish. Herrings will ha much dearer 
than usual, the catch being reported a 
very short one. Sorting business in the 
dry goods line ia hardly so active and 
travellers are devoting more attention 
nosv to tlio selling of sjjriug goods. City 
retail business has been better 
and the cold weather has given 
an impetus to the retail sales of 
sales of alioes, clothing, etc. Some oi 
the shoe manufacturers being through 
stocktaking, there ia a slight inquiry for 
leather, thougli actual business is on the 
moderate aide. Metals show a fair 
movement, which will likely slacken 
with thecloseof navigation. Oil, paints, 
etc., alao are quieting down. The last 
arrivals of cement have come to hand, 
and stocks are lighter tlian usiial with a 
possible scarcity before spring. There 
is some further weakness in cheese, but 
the reports continue of a liberal char- 
acter. 

The general <iut)tatir>r. for call money 
continues at -1 [)er cent., though one hank 
I is lenilintr at I-!'., per cent. Trade condi- 
tions at Toronto have undergone little or 
I no chauL'o this week. There ia .'i fairly 
! satiafactory hiiainesa in jobiiing lines, 
I and merchants eeem to realize tho fact 
that better times are to coi'.tiiuie. The 
small iiumlier of failures in Ontario is 
' most enconragiiiL'. The nuiulier re|iort- 
j ed is the smailesl for a siiiglu week in 
several years. This indeed is evidence 
I that better titnea are here already. Man- 
I ufacturera of woolenaaa well aa workers 
in iron report continued activity and 
prices generally have a hrnier tone. A 
j good trade in fancy goods notions, etc.. 
is reporled. Boot and shoe dealers ri^- 
port iiuproveiiient, and trade in grocer- 
iea is fairly active. 

'I'he liusineHa with ^lanitoba !in<l lirit- 
ish t^oluinliiii ia increasing. Advices 
from Winnipeg are to the eU'ect that 
new aettlers from Michigan and Kansas 
are uoiiig into tho country. Many of 
j them w ith money are purchftsini: lands, 
I while (iiherH iw. making arrangomenta 
to go into JIaniloha and the Northweat 
provincea in the spring. 

The land salea of the 0. P. R. are 
large and the October statement of the 
Canadian N. W. Land Co. showa salea 
of 4,080 acres, aa against 1,150 in October 
last yetir. Receipta for the month were 
$21,757 aa against if.-!, 771! in October, 
ISIKI. For the ten iiu/ntlis of tho year 
aalea were 27,771 acres, an increase of 
15,01)1 acres over laat year. Indications 
all iioint to great activity tho coining 
spriuL'. The land coinpanies will do a 
thriving husineaa ami no doubt ocimhIoii 
a good <leal of speculation. l'"armiiiL', 
howover,haB paid better in the Canadian 
Northwest than for several years. 

Failures for the week were 24 against 
48 last year.

A NEVADA SENSATION. 

Sixteen-Year Old Boy Lays Claim to a 
Murder to Save Hia Father. 

Cakson', Nov. Nov. 9. — ^^The entire 
state has been startled and ahocked to 
tho killing late this afternoon of Charles 
A. Jones, United States districtattorney, 
by Julian Guinan, 10-year-old son of a 
well-known local pbyaician. The prom- 
inence of all connected with the aQ'rtir, 
the peculiar attendant circiimstances 
and suddenness of tho tragedy, make it 
one of the most ponsational happenings 
in the history of Nevada. 

Jones' death was cauaed by a bullet 
wound in the head, and for a time mys- 
tery surrounded every circumBtance con- 
nected with the killing. At flrat it was 
supi)osed that Jones had committed aui- 
ci(ie, but no weapon beini: found on his 
person nor near the scene of tho shoot- 
ing, it became evident that hia death 
had been caused by another. 

An hour later young Guinan surren- 
dered himself at the sheriff's ollice and 
confessed to tho killing. The statement 
of the youth is that immediately prior to 
the shootin^j he had observed his slater 
talking to .limes, with wivcni his father 
had forbidden association, when be saw 
Dr. (hiinan ajiproacbing. Believing 
troulile to be inevitable when the two 
men should iii"et, the boy procured a 
Wincheater rifle and stationed himself 
at a window for the purpose, as bo says, 
of protecting hia father. Upon en- 
countering Jones, Dr. Guinan Baid to 
liim : " This is the laat time I ahall ever 
warn you against keeping company with 
my daughter." Jones jeered at tho 
Doctor, in comment upon tho warning, 
and slipped his hand into his right-hand 
pocket. 

J ulian slates that having often hoard 
hia father threaten to kill .lonea, and 
liaviiig lieen informed tliat the ilis.rict 
attormiv iilwavs carried a revolver, which 
ho believed, from .bines' motion, was 
about to he drawn, lie fired at Jones in 
anticipation of an attack upon his father. 
JonOB fell forward dead, the bullet from 
the rifle having entered above his right 
eye and paaaeu out of the neck behind 
Miss Guinan, seeing Jonea fall, threw 
herself upon him and embraced the dead 
body. 

When the eoroner took charge of the 
lemaina Jonea' hand waa atill in his 

pocket, but no weapon was found. Jone 
was about S3 years old, was married, and 
left a widow and a child at his home in 
R'Mio, whence ho came this morning on 
otiicial InisiriesB. lie was necessarily at 
Carson much of llie lime, and wl'.ilehere 
his atlentiDiia to Miaa Guinan occasioned 
BO much talk that Dr. (.iiiiiiaii had la 
aggravated into making threats auainat 
.lones. Jonea had served as district at 
torney during one of the moat stormy 
criminal sessions ever held in the Uni 
ted Stales court in Nevada, rendered 
notable by the prosecution an 1 convi(; 
tion of those concerned in the notorious 
robbery case at the United States mint

Farllnmentary Opposition Charged With 
Knowledge of the Plot Against the 
President. 

Nuw York, Nov. 11.— A dispatch to 
the Herald from Rio Janeiro says : Sen- 
ator Yiera, one of the government's sup- 
jiorters in tho Brazilian senate, declared 
in open seaaion of that body that the 
opposition had predicted the death of 
President Moraes before November 9. 
Tliie statement, taken in connection 
with tbe alleged plot which led to the 
recent attempt to kill the president, haa 
caused a aonsation. 

Senator iiarcelog, (opposition), pro- 
tested vigorously iigainst the charge. In 
the chamber of deputies, Seahra, in nn 
attack on tho opjiosition, declared that 
tho party was made up of anarchiata. 
This caueed a hot discussion in that 
body. 

The many eliarjioa made have caused 
the opiioaitiou to publisli a manifeato 
denying any reaponsibility for the at- 
tempt ou Preaident Moraes' life. 

UNPAID SPAMISH SOLDIERS 

Mutiny In a Cuban Town and Have Open 
Conflict With Their Officers. 

New York, Nov. 11.— A ciapatch to 
the flerald from Havana eaya : Corro- 
apondence just received from the Her- 
ald's correapondeut at Puerto Principe 
Btntos that an open mutiny of Spanish 
soldiers occurred there recently. The 
mutiny developed into a conflict in tbe 
streets between tbe commanding officers 
and the troops. The soldiers mutinied 
because the rations were inaufTicient and 
they could get no pay.
